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Tho ;Boot}Sugar Industry. 


The outlook for the Beet Sugar interest 
in this country is by no means encourag- 
ing. Our readers stilljhave freshly in mind 
the extraordinary efforts made to establish 
the business in this State, the labors in its 
pehalf of individuals both in public and 
private life, the unanimous voice of the 
press in its behalf and the liberal bounty 
offered by the State, but it was all to no 
purpose; it was @ failure after the first 
year of trial. Essentially the same results 
have attended efforts to plant the industry 
in other New,{England States and in Cana- 
da. In relation tothe Beet Sugar Manu- 
factory established at Franklin, Mass., The 
Ploughman says: “In the year 1880, the 
Franklin Beet Sugar Company erected a 
large manufactory in Franklin, in this State. 
The most improved machinery was import- 
ed from Europe. The capacity of this fac- 
tory was sufficient to work up one hundred 
tons of beets in a single day, but the price 
of the beets and the cost of manufacturing 
was such that the establishment could not 
be run without assessing the stockholders. 
This discouraged the Company, and the 
farmers not finding the variety of beets re- 
quired for sugar to yield so well as the 
beet they had been accustomed to raise, to- 
gether with the fact that they were required 
to give 2,240 pounds for a ton, also became 
discouraged, so that the outlook in the 
spring of 1881 was such that no arrange- 
ments ceuld be made for beets to run the 
manufactory the present season. Thus the 
sugar interest in our State, for the present. 
is in a condition that gives no evidence of 
progress.” This Franklin manufactory was 
started with a large capital,a paper was 
published to advocate the interest, and 
there was an evident determination on the 
part of those who took the matter in hand 
to make this effort successful, if success 
were possible. But it failed to accomplish 
anything. The result was even worse in 
Canada. 

It was in 1747, that a German chemist, 
Marggraf, discovered that the white 
beet yielded 6.2 per cent. of sugar, 
but it was more than half a century after 
that, before the manufacture of sugar from 
beets was developed in Germany and 
France. Since that time it has become an 
important source of sugar supply in several 
countries of Continental Europe. In 1842 
France had three hundred and eighty-nine 
factories, and made ninety million pounds 
of sugar. The same year Belgium pro- 
duced sixteen millions, Germany thirty 
millions, and Austria the same. Since that 
time, with perfected machinery, the annual 
product has largely increased, until a large 
per cent of the world’s supply of sugar is 
produced from the sugar beet. 

The recent efforts to establish this indus- 
try, which have completely failed so far as 
New England is concerned, are not the first 
that have been made in the same direction. 
A perusal of the Agricultural files of forty 
to forty-five years ago, will show that for 
several years it was a much discussed sub- 
ject and was treated by the papers of that 
day very much as it has been for the past 
three or four years. It was strongly rec- 
ommended to the farmers of the country 
as an important and profitable industry, and 
column after column was written showing 
the cost of cultivation and manufacture. 
and proving so far as statistics could prove, 
that there was a good margin of profit to 
the farmer who would engage in growing 
beets for sugar, provided a manufactory 
was within reasonable distance. The busi- 
ness was engaged in tosome extent; Mass- 
achusetts offered a bounty either on beet or 
sugar productions, we do not now recall 
which, but it was all to no purpose. The 
ripple of excitement which it caused died 
out, and but little more was said about it 
for nearly forty years. It was then further 
discussed; new efforts were put forth, and 
it again resulted in failure. Will the sub- 
ject lie dormant for another half century, 
or will the efforts which are still being 


’ made in California and in some other States 


succeed? Jf they should, it might react on 
our farmers and be the means of another 
trial. 


We were strong in hope and in faith that 
the Beet Sugar interest had come to Maine 
to stay with us, but now that we know 
more about it, we are not surprised that it 
did not remain. We hada first class factory 
to work up the beets with an assurance 
that if the beets were furnished we should 
have others as they might be wanted. The 
company fixed the price of beets as high as 
they could afford to, and the question was, 
whether the farmers could afford to grow 
them at the prices offered? A year’s trial 
demonstrated that they could not, and the 
second year the factory had but very few 
Maine grown beets to work up, and then 
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is paid in the over-crowded countries of 
Europe, and the farmer who hires help 
must employ it in a direction where he will 
not sustain loss. The time may come when 
the manufacture of sugar from beets may 
be a less expensive process, and a larger 
share of the proceeds go to the producer of 
the beets, or sugar may advance in price so 
as to leave a broader margin of profit in the 
business, but neither is likely to take place 
very soon, and we may as well consider the 
sugar beet industry in Maine as dormant 
during this generation, if indeed it is not 
already dead. 
Peach Oulture in Maine. 

Mr. Henry Gordon of Lyman, gave a 
very interesting account of his operations 
in peach culture at the meeting of the 
Maine Pomological Society. Mr. Gordon 
is not an educated man and has never read 
books upon the subject of peach culture, 
his knowledge being the results of his own 
experience. He appeared before the meet- 
ing not as a public speaker, but at the re- 
quest of President Gardiner, he took the 
floor and allowed himself to be questioned 
by any who desired information, and his 
answers were to the point. We gave the 
results of a personal investigation at the 
farm of Mr. Gordon two years ago, which 
many of our readers will doubtless re- 
member. We gave an account of the in- 
ception of the business of peach culture by 
him and an account of the success which 
had attended his efforts up to that time. 
He had met with many reverses, enough to 
discourage most men, but he persevered 
until « good measure of success had crown- 
ed his efforts. 

Mr. Gordon expressed the opinion that 
peaches can be successfully grown in 
many parts of Maine, and where they can 
be grown they are a much more profitable 
crop than apples, because the fruit always 
-bears a good price and can be disposed of 
at once without the trouble of storing. 
The conditions are, a suitable soil and an 
elevation above the extreme frost line. His 
farm is high; the altitude above the sur- 
rounding country or the sea, he did not 
know, but itis a bill farm. It slopes to- 
ward the north east, and southerly, south- 
easterly and southwesterly, he has an al- 
most uninterrupted outlook to the sea. He 
does not keep a record of the extremes of 
cold and heat, but is very sure that he does 
not have the extremes they do in the 
valleys near by. Neither is his farm visit- 
ed by early frosts, its vegetation remain- 
ing green much longer than in the sur- 
rounding valleys. He preferred a norther- 
ly inclination for peach culture to any oth- 
er; he ‘‘would sooner set out peach trees 
in the back yard than in the front.” He 
had never protected his trees and had nev- 
er lost a tree from exposure to cold. 

Mr. Gordon's trees are all seedlings. 
When the fruit is ripe he selects from his 
best trees, some ten or twelve of the earli- 
est and best peaches and saves the stones 
for planting, and he says he always pro- 
duces a better peach than the one whose 
stone he plants. In this way he has stead- 
ily improved the quality of the product 
since the year his trees came into bearing. 
His soil is a gravelly loam resting upon a 
very hard ‘“‘pan” of gravel. Either sandy 
or gravelly loam are adapted to peach cul- 
ture, other things being favorable. He 
plants the peach stones in sandy loam ip 
boxes, ard keeps them in the cellar during 
the winter; in the spring he breake them 
by alight blow of a hammer and plants 
them in the nursery. They have general- 
ly germinated before being broken and the 
young shoots are seen. They grow very 
rapidly, and the next spring are trans- 
planted into the orchard about a rod apart. 
He cuts them back heroically, encourages 
the growth of the lateral saoots, prefer- 
ing a low, branching tree, because such are 
better sheltered from the winds, and the 
fruit is more easily gathered. 

He has an abundance of rag-weed on his 
place which he utilizes asa mulch and a 
dressing. ‘‘As a green manure it is less ex- 
pensive than clover and does just as well.” 
It seeds itself, 2nd when it has attained its 
growth, he plows it under, taking good 
care to place a liberal quantity around the 
trunk of each tree. He has produced 
peaches on his farm every year for twelve 
years, though the yield has not been uni- 
formly good. He thinks warm weather in 
December followed by latcr cold weather, 
more harmful to the tree and damaging to 
a crop the following season, than even ex- 
treme cold weather without the previous 
thaw. He thinks our late warm December 
did not damage the prospective crop be- 
cause the month was cloudy. He says he 
can tell by examining the buds whether 
they have been injured or not. He now 
has about three hundred bearing trees, and 
last year raised six hundred baskets which 
he sold for eight hundred dollars. He 
purposes to go extensively into the busi- 
ness and to put out a large number of trees 
next year. 

The fact was elicited from those present 
that peaches are grown in various parts of 
York and Cumberland counties, though 
not as a cash crop as in the case of Mr. 
Gordon. One gentleman said they were 
grown and well ripened in New Gloucester 
last year. We saw last fall, at the fairs, 
well ripened peaches grown in the vicinity 
of Lewiston, Portland and Biddeford. 
There is no doubt that Mr. Gordon has a 
location well adapted to peach culture; 
his success abundantly proves this, but 
there must be other localities just as favor-

That a Board of Health, jury and court, 
should concurrently decide sweet skim 
milk to be unwholesome food is very re- 
markable. Every body knows that new 
milk is a whole food and the only one fur- 
nished by natare. It contains all the sub- 
stances which go to form muscle, fat, 
bone, hair and nails, in the animal system. 
and when pure, is universally regarded as 
a most nutritious and wholesome diet for 
persons of allages. The removal of the 
cream simply takes away the carbon or 
fat, leaving the albuminoids or muscle form- 
ing substances, the lime, soda, etc., still in 
the milk. Skim milk is not as palatable 
nor as nutritious as whole milk, but the 
difference in this regard is but slight and 
that it is just as wholesome and healthful, 
every farmer’s wife in the country knows. 
Skim milk cheese pound for pound, is 
more nutritious than whole milk cheese, 
because the former contains everything 
that goes to build up the animal system, 
while the latter has a considerable per cent 
in weight of fat which strictly speaking, is 
not nutrition. Impure milk is injurious to 
health whether whole or skimmed, while 
pure milk skimmed or not, is a wholesome 
food.

CREAMERIES.—A LITTLE ABOUT APPLES, 
ABOUT PEARS, AND ABOUT BEET Sv- 
GAR.—FRAUDULENT Datry Goops. 


It has been a difficult matter to get our 
dairy farmers out of the old ruts. They 
are as much inclined to turn up their noses 
estern ways as the Britishers are at 
Yankee notions. Our bretheren across the 
herring pond are overrun with American 
ideas, as well as with American products 
Whether they like it or not, they must fall 
into line, march to the music of the 
Union. And it is just so with New Eng- 
landers. We must avail ourselves of wes- 
tern discoveries and inventions, if we wish 
to keep up with the times and make a liv- 
ing. To see western creamery butter 
outselling the best straight Vermont dairies 
in the Boston market for the past three 

ears has proved “‘tew much,” even for 
our old fogy farmers. ‘The first creamery, 
started a year ago in Franklin county, has 
been, as 1am informed by Mr. Towle of 
that county, a member of our Board of Ag- 
riculture,) a decided success, and there 
a prospect of others being established in 
different parts of the State, during the 
coming season. There is a great difference 
of opinion as to which plan is the best for 
a creamery,—to gather all the milk, as for 
a cheese factory, and manufacture both 
butter and skim-milk cheese, or to gather 
only the cream, and leave the skim milk in 
the hands of the farmer, for feeding pur- 
poses. Both ways have their advocates, 
and it will probably prove here, as it has 
in Lowa, that in compact neighborhoods, 
where the farms are near together and 
many cows are kept, it pays best to manu- 
facture both milk and cream; while in 
more scattered localities it is most protita- 
ble to gather the cream alone. In the iat- 
ter case, more has to be trusted to th: 
farmer, as he not only has to milk his cows, 
but he has to handle the milk for raising 
the cream, and of course has more chances 
of damaging the product. It is considered 
essential that patrons of a creamery making 
up only the cream should have ice, anu 
practice some one of the deep-setting meth- 
vds. This must be uniform for each fac- 
tory, as the cream is bought by the inch 
of depth, as shown through the strip of 
glass in the side of the can. But it is quite 
desirable, also, that ice should be used for 
cooling the milk, when that is taken to the 
factory, as only perfectly sweet milk can 
be used for making skim-cheese. Ther: 
can be no doubt that skim-milk is worth 
more to make into cheese than for feeding 
pigs. Thereis a great deal said against 
skim-cheese, and oleo-margariene cheese, 
but there is no real objection to them when 
properly made and sold for what they 
are. Astothat, indeed, these classes of 
manufacture cannot be sold by the facto- 
ries in any other way, since buyers are per- 
fectly familiar with both articles. But the 
trouble begins with the retailers, who will, 
when they can, sell these low grade goods 
as something better. 

The fact that much of this class of cheese 
is really su good in texture and flavor that 
only experts can detect it, helps the dealers 
to deceive their customers. It is the same 
with imitation butters. If all these pro- 
ducts were honestly manufactured, and 
honestly sold for what they are, there 
could be no just objections to them. They 
are inferior goods, it is true, but when 
properly made they are wholesome and un- 
objectionable, and they supply a large part 
of the public with what they are satisfied 
wit & Hp erties Chengre. As to the de- 
ceptions of retailers, it is by no means con- 
fined to the articles of butter and cheese. 
Almost every sort of food-merchandise is 
adulterated and imitated, and the lower

Exportation of Cattle. 


As the business of shipping cattle to Eng- 
land has become so extensive as to be a 
matter of pecuniary interest to every good 
farmer in Maine, I will give them some of 
the details of landing our plump, nice oxen 
on that distant shore, to feed the working 
men of England who are in turn 
in manufacturing for us the varied and im- 
mense quantities of goods, now imported 
from that country. 

This week I had an order for what 
choice oxen I could purchase, to be shipped 
on the Iowa, a steamship in the live cattle 
carrying business. I loaded Monday morn- 
ing at Burnham, Waterville and Monmouth, 
40 oxen, which were carried to Watertown, 
Mass., there unloaded, fed and watered, 
and allowed to rest a few hours. They 
were then reloaded and carried to East 
Boston, where the steamer was waiting to 
receive them. They were then driven on 
board and securely tied with ropes around 
the horns, in stalls or spaces which are to 
be their homes for the next two weeks, un- 
less the relentless fury of the mighty ocean 
demands that they be fed to the whales. 
which is sometimes the case at this season 
of the year. These stalls are provided with 
feed boxes and water troughs. Hay and 
meal are taken in sufficient quantities to 
last the voyage. Water for this use is tak- 
en from the sea and the salt extracted. 
Each shipment of cattle is attended with a 
foreman, and one man tw every twenty-five 
eattle; so when a boat carries four hun- 
dred cattle, it takes thirty men to take care 
and feed the stock, which is easy enough 
except in rough weather, in which case the 
crew have all they can do to keep the ani- 
mals on their feet. They are thrown vio- 
lently about, and frequently injured to such 
an extent as to necessitate slaughtering, 
which is very easily done, as each of these 
immense steamships are provided witha 
first class slaughter house, with ice box 
and other modern improvements. More or 
less dressed beef, mutton and pork is 
shipped; sometimes from 1000 to 2000 car- 
casses of beef are shipped on one boat. 
Sheep and hogs are shipped in the hold of 
the vessel, and in case of inclement weath- 
er, when it is necessary to put down the 
hatches, thelr fate depends on the length 
of the storm, although each boat carries 
powerful force pumps to force fresh air 
into the hold of the ship; it is so difficult 
working them in a storm, that the animals 
below are suffocated. In very heavy weath- 
er it sometimes becomes necessary to save 
the ship by throwing overboard the cargo, 
especially the live stock as they shift cargo 
very easily. An instance of this kind oc- 
curred last year. In Brighton our atten- 
tion was called to a very choice Illinois 
steer, three years old, weighing 2300 lbs. 
live. This steer had been made a cosset of, 
aod was unusually tame. He was shipped 
on a boat that had the misfortune to be 
obli to throw her whole cargo of 500 
cattle into the sea. As this steer was a fa- 
vorite with his keepers, it was with reluc- 
tance they pitched him into the foaming 
ocean, and what was more touching, as re- 
lated to me hy an eye witness, this noble 
steer went down, but soon rose on the bil- 
lows and noted the direction of the boat, 
and followed in her wake swimming pow- 
erfully, ae in sight nearly an hour, 
but at last yielded up the struggle and gave 
himself up for food to the monsters of the 


eep. 
This business on the whole has proved 
lucrative, many having made large for- 
tunes while others have lost. One exporter 
from Boston ship a number of car 

at his own risk without insurance and all 
went well. Of course he piled up money 
by the thousands, insurance being nearly 
as wnuch as the freight. He became more 
venturesome, till at last he shipped 700 cat- 
tle, 800 sheep, 400 hogs on one boat at his 
own risk. The entire cargo of live stock 
was lost except three steers, sweeping 
away $80,000 at one stroke. 

Freight is hired by space and not weight. 
Each space costs from $10 to $25. It is 
evident that our large, well-fatted oxen are 
more desirable to ship then ordinary stock, 
as the cost of shipment is the same per 
head. The time it takes to make a ship- 
ment of stock to England and get returns, 
varies from twelve to eighteen days. Our 
cattle are all sold on the wharf immediate- 
ly on their arrival, to the highest bidder 
and at so much per head; none are sold by 
the pound as here, and without delay they 
cable us our check for same. None of the 
American cattle are allowed to be driven 
out into the country. All are slaughtered 
on the dock where they land, a precaution 
taken by our English cousins to prevent 
the spread of any contagivus disease that 
may be brought over. The prospects are 
that the demand for American cattle will 
increase, in all the countries of the Old 
World, and the market will be so sharp 
it will stimulate feeding. So. farmers of 
Maine, you must wake up to the idea that 
it will pay to feed choice cattle and feed 
them well, as the last year has demon- 
strated.

sumed than any other breed. It seemed to 
be the general opinion that Ayrshire breed- 
ers did not use printer’s ink enough, but 
neglected to advertise the merits of their 
favorites, to their disadvan . Mr. J. FP. 
Converse of Woodville, N. Y., gave a very 
interesting account of his tour last fall to 
the western fairs, and his success in win- 
ning prizes with his herd of 16 Ayrshires. 
The Ayrshire Breeders’ Association was 
organized in 1875. It has issued three Herd 
Books, averaging 300 pages, and registered 
5470 cows, and 2525 bulls, all directly trac- 
ing to imported stock.

But | 
need not discuss this issue, as my only ob- 
ject was in addressing you to give evidence 
that Maine boys wherever they stray will 
always love the old Pine Tree State. I find 
myself here on this peninsular on a farm 
of three hundred and forty acres of excel- 
lent land with one hundred and twenty in 
cultivation, and a determination to put the 
balance into a producing condition.

Woman's Department. 


Our Wives and Daughters. 


Read before the South Turner Farmers’ Club, 
Feb. ist, 1882, by Mrs. A. C. Cary. 


Wemen have learned from experience 
that men are not willing to swallow truth 
unless sugar-coated, even then they do 
not relish it as adaily diet. They want 
women to be agreeable, uniformly and 
eternally—nothing more and nothing less. 
[f she can be agreeable with truth he does 
not object. Ifshe can be agreeable with- 
out it, he is complacently resigned. He is 
even willing to be told. that he is wise, 
though he be a veritable craven, and the 
incarnation of selfishness. He may bea 
little surprised at first. but a little self-ex- 
amination, such as he is accustomed to in- 
dulge in, soon convinces him that feminine 
ju ent is at times the soundest. 

transition from hearing that truth 
should not be spoken at all times, to think- 
ing it must not be spoken at any time, is 
not nearly so great asitseems. The in- 
ference is this, say what is pleasant wheth- 
er the words be genuine or not. No accu- 
sation against woman is more common 
than that she cannot speak the truth. ‘This 
is not wholly true of course, but so far as 
there is any truth in it, it evinces the false 
education of women, and one of their 
weaknesses that should be removed. In 
this age we ought to live above everything 
else, for truth, although the following dis- 
pel every pleasing deception. Woman has 
found this world sadly real, and has 
learned to accept conditions as she finds 
them, and to do her utmost for self-preser- 
vation. The large majority of women 
must work, even those whose surroundings 
seem luxurious. 

Men have always been considered the 
devotees of labor, while women are usually 
thought to be- idlers and spendthrifts 
Fathers, husbands, and brothers convey 
this impression, and from the frequency 
of their affirmation one would suppose 
they believed it. In this country even where 
women are more kindly treated than in 
any other Jand, the burdens they bear, the 
labors they perform are often beyond their 
strength. A man seems to believe because 
his women do not till the fields as in France 
and Germany, do not act as draft horses as 
in Holland, that they are strangely pam- 
pered and petted. He fails to understand 
there may be domestic drudgery severer 
than digging or hoeing, that household 
cares are heavier to bear than manual toil. 
Eternally an egotist, itis notin his mind 
or mood to apprehend others clearly. 

Man fancies himself woman's superior 
because her spiritual force, heroic patience 
and latent fortitude are not asserted, as his 
all conscious virtues are. The united labor 
of the two he divides by one and sets down 
the quotient as one also. The error of his 
arithmetic is that all his sums are done in 
dollars and cents. His work brings in the 
money; the work of the woman merely 
saves it. She might gainincurrent coin 
as much as he if the direction of her labors 
were changed; but never could she 
demonstrate the possibility to him. If she 
dare indulge the hope that she might earn 
a littl money he discourages, perhaps 
censures her. And then the idea is imprac- 
ticable. He is fond of inculcating the lesson 
that but for him she would. come to want; 
that he, the paragon of chivalry and mag- 
nanimity, stands between herand starvation 
She does not understand (because she is a 
woman, of course) why she should slave 
early and late for barely the commonest 
meed of labor, food and raiment. But she 
cannot come by any money. He gets it 
all. Is the difference between his work 
and hers wholly in his favor for gain and 
hers for hardship? 

She observes for herself a straightened 
economy; yet when she wants a new gar- 
ment he hands her a little money as though 
he were bestowing alms. 

Some men, yes, many men are incapable 
of comprehending why a woman should 
require money, since her board is paid. 
How can she help thinking of money and 
the supreme happiness it would give her 
to earn some, and still she cannot exchange 
all her drudgery fora single penny. What 
is the r woman to do? Her position is 
precisely that of a bond servant, (unfortu- 
nately the glorious emancipation proclama- 
tion did not include the feminine whites of 
the Republic.) 

Of this injustice man is hardly mindful. 
He simply obeys habit; follows teaching. 
He seldom appears to reflect upon it, and 
if he does he imagines it necessary to disci- 
pline, or that woman enjoys a goodly de- 
gree of oppression. He seems to havea 
notion that a woman never can have any 
conception of money matters, that she is 
constitutionally extravagant and must be 
restrained on pain of bankruptcy. He imag- 
ines she cannot be trusted with dollars. 
that sheis unable to distinguish between 
them and cents; that they must be deled 
out cautiously to keep in check her lavish 
disposition. Being the money getter, he 
imagines he is the money owner. He 
would be pained to hear his wife say she 
should like a small sum to give a poor 
woman, or to buy herself a good book. 
Such men should be judged to requite their 
wives in legal tender (the only tender 
thing they have about them) for drudgery 
discharged. She deserves at least to be 
put on an equal footing with a hired servant 
and receive a servant’s wages. 

No man should oblige his wife to solicit 
money as though she were seeking chari- 
ty. He should make her feel that it is hers 
as much as his; that he is merely its cus- 
todian; that he is financial manager in 
trust. 

By such a course he confers new freedom 
upon her, opens breezy casements upon 
her stifling soul. Even women have not 
wholly lost their love of liberty. An oc- 
casional breath of independence may 
startle, but it will not suffocate them. A 
little jingle in a woman's purse makes mus- 
ic im her mind and suggests a possibility 
beyond. The work that pays, however 
little, is hopeful work. All other is debasing 
drudgery. It is afalse notion that there 
is no need of a young girl's learning a 
trade or profession, that she can get mar- 
ried and then she will be taken care of. 

There is a principle in private as well as 
public economy, that the wisest foresight 

rovides for the remotest contingency. 
No one can tell who among our young 
daughters may need, in the future, a bread- 
winning weapon with which to defend her- 
self, and perchance also the helpless ones 
between whom and the world there may 
be no other arm but hers. And then, aside 
from this, it would be well to remember 








what noble Margaret Fuller said: “No | 00d 


woman can give her hand with dignity, or 
her heart with loyalty, until she has 
learned to stand alone.” 

As very few young wemen have them- 
selves, or through their parents, pecuniary 
independence, to know how to do some- 
thing practical will save them from many 
dangers, one of which is marrying for ma- 
terial support. Occupied hands are an ex- 
cellent remedy for many evils. It gives the 
thoughts an outward direction and is the 
surest deliverer from morbid discontent 


means.

woman's progress. And strangely and 
sadly enough she assists at its burial with 
little protest or complaint. 

Too little is understood the harm that 
results from the systematic isolation and 
self-renunciation of the mothers. History 
records the fact that those mothers who 
have reared sons to become leaders in the 
world, have been those who have taken 
part in those things that are universal in 
the real business of life. They have had 
range beyond the kitchen; they have ex- 
erted an influence beyond the domestic 
circle; have occupied themselves with the 
highest problems in life, as well as with 
the common every day duties. 

If, as is said, maternity is seven-eighth 
of parentage, what an argument is it in 
itself for the elevation of women to a high- 
er intellectual life. Whatis wanted isa 
higher endowment of the race at birth. 
Religion, law, philanthrophy, though they 
palliate many evils, do not supply the cure 
for defective organization. One would say 
that the right to be born with a sound mind 
and a sound body, of having a fair chance 
in the race for knowledge, power and 
pleasure, was at least as natural and ex- 
cellent aright as that of being born to 
vote. If we who are born out of purallel 
with nature could have prevailed upon 
some of our ancestors—perhaps not very re- 
mote—to have found each other out before 
instead of after marriage, what incalcula- 
ble gainers we should have been. ‘That 
we were not ina position to give them 
good advice is purely our mischance. 

Life in itself is not desirable, and with 
an unhappy temperament and surroundings 
is intinitely worse than no life at all. But 
modern science already shows to those who 
care to inquire the way to future reform; 
and its motto is the prevention rather 
than the cure of human ills. If our theo- 
logical teachers would remember and 
teach that there will always be the less 
oved of rebirth for those who are born 
right at first, they will have done much 
toward giving the world an excuse for 
their existence. ‘The thought of regenera- 
tion is noble, but it furgets chat which is its 
basis. Itis like striving to purify a stream 
while permitting sewage 'o be cast in the 
fountain. ‘To be born again is felt as a 
deep need by many who have lost their 
way in life. But if we attend to the gener- 
ation we may let regeneration alone. They 
who are burn rightly at first will have no 
need to be born again. It is never too late 
to attef@pt reform, and the fact that there 
have been serious resuits from indiscreet 
marriage, is a good reason for laboring in 
the interest of sagavious ones, and for 
using arguments to impel people to house- 
keeping on the co-operative plan.

Cribbing is supposed to be caused by a 
diseased condition of the stomach, and no 
certain cure has as yel. been discovered ex- 


cept restraint. Various devices have been 
used for the purpose. In crib-biting, the 
teeth are applied to some fixed object. As 
a preventive as anything perhaps, is 
the bar muzzle, consisting of an irun frame 
work covering the lips and nose and sus- 
pended from the head by a leather head 
collar, so that the lips can reach the grain 
or hay while the teeth are too wide, to pass 
through the bars and seize the manger. 


The knife of the “Meadow King” is actu- 
ated by a train of gearing comprised of 
three wheels only, and operated from the 
axle midway between the drive wheels; 
the bevel gear being onthe slow speed 
mashes into adouble gcar on the crank 
shaft supporter, which in turn runs the 
crank or pitman shaft.
